REVIEW OF THE BRITISH CORN TRADE DURING 
THE PAST WEEK. 
(FROM THE MARE-LANE EXPRESS.) 

The ro. gh weather of the past week has been very unfavourable 
to all Reid work. It has been too wet io continue ploughing, and 
what with the fou! state of the land, the unavoidable lateness uf 
sowing, and the difficulty of getting good seel- wheat this season, the 
commencement of the new cere:l year isanything Dit ising. 
There are, moreover, locales, in several parts of the United King- 
dom, where a portion of the white crops is not yet gathered, and 
beans bave only been hall got in; while the bulk enn certainly be 
of no service till next March, ng som and . 
All dry corn has therefore rather improved in value, and the de- 
mand for foreign wheat has continued on an ex! ensive scale, the 
new English, thoagh improv«d in condition in some plae®s, being 
only to work off in small quantities with old. Even then its bad 
quality has been detected in the lower descriptions of flour, which 


have co’seqeentiy been less saleable, and are declining in valve. 
Good wheat has not withstanding, been rising moderately throughout 
the country upon the extreordinary consumptive demand A very 
similar state of things has obtained on the Continent, there being 
scarcely n large shipping port in Europe which does not note some 
slight advance The general complaint is that supplies hitherto 
have ali been less than expected. This is the case lu France, Belgiam, 
Holland, Germany, Russia, including Odessa, aud the Danubian 
Principal tles; while at New York wheat, notwithstanding the 
igqumense deliveries in the West, is 2c. % de. per bush. dearer—an! 
Sito le per quarter. The arrivals off the coast since the 10th 
instant were 108 cargoes, of which 70 cargoes we e wheat, ?3 ma ze, 
and 4 barley ; of these, 92 were previously sold The business 
reported was as follows, viz, 17 cargoes wheat, Marianopoll at 68s 6d 
and 504, Berdianski 5668 64, Taganrog Ghirka lat 550 and 3 at .

Irish, and 19,740 qrs. forcign, two-thir’s trom 
Russia. Allgood old corn was fully ed per qr. dearer, while soft 
new wasa very dificalt sale at some concession to buyers.

Some years since, a newspaper, called Saunders a 
News-Letter, held a good position in Dublin. It 
flourished in the time of sailing packets, slow coaches, 
and dear postage. It still lives as a remnant of a past 
age, or, as the Rip Van Winkle of journals, it has 
dozed until awakened with a start to find itself in the 
midst of railroade, penny postage, the electric tele- 
graph, and, worst of all, in competition with the cheap 
press. Saunders has no tongue, and never venture“ 
upon a leading article, except on a single Thursday in 
the year. Then the editorial afflatus is powerfully 
invoked, and the public are informed that to- 
morrow being Good Friday Saunders News-Letter 
“will not be published.” 

For years Saunders was oblivious of the existence 
of a cheap press, or ignored it. Circumstances have 
greatly changed, and the unpleasant fact has at 
length become apparent that the public will not con- 
tinue to pay threepence for an antediluvian news- 
paper, when they can obtain a really first-class journal 
for a third of the price. Thisis no doubt exasperating, 
but it is still more so to feelthat when the public can 
advertise in a newspaper enjoying a circulation oí 
close upon eleven thousand copies daily—a circulation 
equalled only by four newspapers in the United 
Kingdom—they will not prefer to advertise in one 
having an immeasurably smaller circulation. 

Hitherto we have desired to let the public de- 
cide for themselves whether they prefer to support a 
first-class journal, published at a moderate price, or 
one three times the cost, and if of equal, certainly 
not of superior, value. 

Although our contemporary does not venture upon 
“leaders,” it yesterday actually produced an original 
paragraph. The facts were really so eggravating that 
the Knight of the Scissors for once flung away his 
shears, and seized the pen. Ile uttered jubilant 
comment upon the demise of four cheap journals 
in Glasgow, never pausing to consider how many 
dear journals have proved unsuccessful, or how 
many equally hostile to the cheap press have 
been compelled to join that rising confraternity. 
When it is remembered that many thousand pounds 
are required to establish a daily newspaper, it should 
not be a matter of surprise, seeing that many are 
started by persons of limited means, that some should 
meet an untimely end. Our contemporary, on whoa, 
newly-fledged editorial powers it is superfluous to 
comment, announces as a fact that “ in certain news- 
“papers nearer home the raw material is bought from 
“the peper-maker at tenpence a dozen, and when 
manufactured into a penny journal is sold at eight- 
“ pence’’ (the dozen). For our own part, we can only 
say, that this statement is too ridiculous to deserve a 
moment's thought. It is, in its entirety, an auda- 
cious fabrication.

the proffered situations, stating that to do so would be 
suicidal to the general interests of the trade. 

Tae lxoian Repets.—Acecording to the Englishman 
there are now remaiaing in Nepaul only fitty-nine rebels, 
many have returned to their hemes, and numbers died 
of cholera ; of the late infamous Nana’s followers there 
only remain seven, iocluding Balarao. The Darbar has 
received the consent of the British Government to give 
shelter to Balarao, Buzrut Muhul Begum, and Birjis 
Kadir, on condition that they prevent them giving 
aanoyance in the British territories.
